Be naing You Good News 
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Clock Ticking on Basham’s “Smoke-free” Legislation 


Senator Raymond E. Basham 


State Senator Ray Basham (D-Taylor) 
has been named to the Conference Com- 
mittee on House Bill 4163, the House ver- 
sion of Basham’s smoke-free workplace leg- 
islation, by Senate Majority Leader Mike 
Bishop (R-Rochester). He will be joined on 
the committee by Senators Alan Cropsey 
(R-DeWitt) and Alan Sanborn (R-Rich- 
mond), and Representatives Brenda Clack 
(D-Flint), Andy Meisner (D-Ferndale), and 
Dave Hildenbrand (R-Lowell). 

“The public support for this common- 
sense issue continues to grow, and I urge 
everyone to let these legislators know how 
important passing this bill into law is,” stated 
Basham. “I’m looking forward to working 
with my colleagues to hammer out a law 
that will protect the health and well-being 
of all Michigan citizens.” 

Basham said he has been working in 
the Michigan Legislature since 2000 to 
make Michigan workplaces, including bars 
and restaurants, smoke-free. The current 
law won't change unless both chambers 
agree on the same version of legislation. 

“Tf the bill is not passed by the end of 
the year, it will go back to square one and 
have to be reintroduced next year,” he ex- 
plained. “It is up to the members of the 
Conference Committee to reach a compro- 
mise between competing versions of the 
legislation.” 

The first meeting is scheduled for 
Monday, December 15, at 10 a.m. 

Basham hopes his colleagues will agree 
that the legislation is important for the pro- 
tection of our state’s workers, and there- 
fore act swiftly. 

“A healthy future for all of Michigan 
is in our hands, but we only have a few 
days left to act and make Michigan work- 
places smoke-free,” the Senator said. 

Every day, Basham noted, thousands 
of Michigan residents who work in bars, 





restaurants, offices, and factories are invol- 
untarily subjected to secondhand smoke, 
and it presents a serious health risk. 
“According to the American Cancer 
Society, secondhand smoke is the third lead- 
ing preventable cause of death in the United 


States, killing 38,000 to 65,000 nonsmok- 


ers every year,” he said. “A study conducted 
at the University of California, Berkeley 
found that food-service workers are approxi- 
mately 50% more likely to develop lung 
cancer than the general public, because 
many are exposed to secondhand smoke at 
work. 

“Thirty-four states have already passed 
similar legislation to protect their workers 
from deadly exposure to secondhand smoke, 
including Ohio, Illinois, lowa and Minne- 
sota,” he added. 

Basham Urges Reduced Passport Costs 

State Senator Ray Basham (D-Taylor) 
applauded the House's recent passage of 
Senate Concurrent Resolution 31, which 
he sponsored alongside Representative Paul 
Opsommer (R-Dewitt). SCR 31 urges Con- 
gress to reduce the price of traditional pass- 
ports by directly lowering the cost to con- 
sumers or by offering fully refundable fed- 
eral income tax deductions. 

“Tourism and travel are important parts 
of our local, state, and national economy,” 
said Basham. “With stricter passport re- 


quirements and a $100-plus price tag, we 
are ultimately discouraging our citizens 
from traveling. This resolution aims to ease 
this issue by lowering the high costs of pass- 
ports.” 

SCR 31 was introduced in response to 
the pending June 2009 implementation of 
federal law requiring a passport for all 
ground crossings, including re-entry into 
the United States from Canada or Mexico. 

According to Basham, a Congressional 
investigation into passport costs has indi- 
cated that the U.S. State Department is 
overcharging more than $100 million a year 
for passports. 

“These passport requirements have a 
significant affect on Michigan, as residents 
are used to traveling back and forth between 
the Canadian border for work as well as 
travel with simply a driver's license or birth 
certificate,” said Basham. “It is my hope 
that we can not only make passports more 
affordable, but also keep the federal gov- 
ernment more accountable for the fees they 
charge.” 

Basham said that he and Opsommer 
have been working on this issue and other 
Western Hemisphere Trade Initiative issues 
for some time, and recently joined together 
to successfully pass a similar resolution at 
the National Conference of State Legisla- 
tors annual policy conference this summer. 





Romulus, Airport at Odds over Traffic Tickets 


The Romulus Police Department's traf- 
fic patrols at Detroit Metropolitan Wayne 
County Airport have resulted in a battle of 
words between the City of Romulus and 
the Wayne County Airport Authority. 

The dispute arose when airport offi- 
cials posted signs warning departing pas- 
sengers to observe speed limits because 
RPD officers in unmarked cars are patrol- 
ling airport entrances and exits. 

“According to our Airport Police Chief, 
who looked at the Court records, the City 
of Romulus has written 10,000 tickets since 
July 1,” said Mike Conway, Public Affairs 
director for the WCAA. “One of our major 
concerns is that these traffic stops often 
generate congestion at the airport entrance, 
particularly at the north end, which creates 
a safety concern.” 

Romulus Mayor Alan R. Lambert ar- 
gues that the effect is the just the opposite. 

“The enforcement of our traffic laws 
has resulted in almost 250 less traffic acci- 
dents in our community in 2008 compared 


. to accidents reported in 2007.” 


Lambert says the traffic patrols are in- 


tended to protect the safety of everyone — 
Romulus residents avd airport patrons. 

“Contrary to the recent statements 
made by the Airport Authority, the City of 
Romulus does not have speed traps,” he 
stated. “Speeding is a violation of the law, 
and our police officers, like police officers 
in any other city, are sworn to uphold the 
law. To ignore a dangerous condition, such 
as traveling at an excessive speed, is to ig- 
nore the law and the safety of law-abiding 
pedestrians and other drivers.” 

While WCAA officials agree that 
speeding is dangerous, they feel that the 
RPD patrols are excessive. 

“Tt is the position of the Airport Au- 
thority that motorists should always observe 
traffic laws and speed limits,” said Conway. 
“Trust me, if our airport officers note some- 
one driving recklessly through the airport, 
they will be stopped and ticketed.” 

Lambert, however, believes that more 
must be done for motorists’ safety, and that 
the WCAA has gone too far in opposing 
the City’s patrols.

“The Airport Authority has directed 
their officers to interfere with Romulus 
Police officers lawfully performing their 
duties. This is unprofessional behavior, and 
presents a danger to Romulus Police offic- 
ers and those on or around the roadways. 

Lambert further stated that “... the use 
of Airport funds to interfere with police of- 
ficers conducting their lawful duties is not 
only a waste of money, but also creates a 
danger to those on the road. 

“Wouldn't Airport funds be put to bet- 
ter use in reducing rather than increasing 
parking and baggage fees?” he asked. “Is it 
d justifiable expense for the Airport to post 
a billboard that admonishes drivers not to 
speed because a police officer will ticket 
speeding drivers? Isn't every driver supposed 
to be operating his or her vehicle in com- 
pliance with speed and safety laws?” . 

Lambert speculates that airport offi- 
cials’ actions are a “payback” for the City’s 
recent opposition to WCAA Master Plan 
changes that called for the future demoli- 
tion of much of the City’s south end to 
accommodate the construction of a runway. 

“I would suggest the statements made 
by the Airport Authority are in retaliation 
against the City of Romulus, [which] suc- 


cessfully opposed the runway expansion.”

Conway said he was “puzzled” by the 
Mayors comments. 

“Both the Airport Board and the City 
said they were pleased with the consensus 
that was reached on the Future and Ulti- 
mate Master Plans,” he stated.

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Landis Machine Shop Celebrates 80 Years of Business in Romulus

Editor's note: At a time when even long- 
established businesses are closing their doors 
due to our faltering economy, we are happy to 
recognize Landis Machine Shop of Romulus, 
which celebrated its 80th anniversary earlier 
this year. 

Thanks to Mark Lewkowicz for sharing 
the following information about the companys 
history. 3 

In 1928, Clelland B. Landis founded 
Landis Machine Shop in the Township of 
Romulus. Landis — who was, at that time, 
a full-time Ford Motor Company employee 
— opened his original shop in the basement 
of a house at 36435 Grant Road. In the 
1930s, he built the company’s present facil- 
ity at 36425 Grant. 

One of the earliest customers for which 
Landis made parts was the Meyer Aircraft 
Company. The first Meyer biplane was built 
at a factory that was also located on Grant 
Road, about an eighth of a mile west of the 
Landis shop. 

Landis and Al Meyer became good 
friends, and their business relationship 
lasted for several years, even when Meyer 
eventually moved his business to Tecumseh, 
Michigan. 

In the 1940s, Landis Machine Shop 
played a role in the war effort. The shop 
employed many Romulus residents, who 
produced parts for the military ordinance 
department.

In 1948, along-lasting relationship was 
formed when Landis Machine Shop began 
producing parts for Mac Valves, which is 
now located in Wixom, Michigan. At that 


“time, Earl Linderman was the Landis Ma- 


chine Shop foreman. He happened to be at 
the Romulus Grey Iron Foundry when 
Walter Ludwig, the founder of Mac Valves, 
was there to have some castings quoted. 
After completing his business with the 
foundry, Linderman took Ludwig to the 
shop to meet Landis. The business relation- 
ship that they formed 60 years ago still con- 
tinues today. Mac Valves picks up parts from 
Landis Machine Shop on a daily basis. 

Mark J. Lewkowicz,, the current owner, 
started working at Landis Machine Shop 
around 1972 as a Romulus High School 
co-op student, and continued throughout 
his college years. During that time, he ob- 
tained a great deal of on-the-job training. 

On November 5, 1979, the Lewkowicz 
Corporation was formed. The original share- 
holders were Mark, his father John, and his 
brother Michael. They purchased the shop 
from Landis on November 19, 1979. 

The equipment that Lewkowicz ac- 
quired from Landis was of a “traditional” 
type. In 1988, he purchased his first com- 
puter numerical controlled (CNC) lathe; 
his first CNC milling machine was bought 
in 1994. The shop now has three CNC 
lathes and four CNC mills. Lewkowicz be- 
lieves that the ability to combine the two 
types of equipment (traditional and CNC) 
to get a job done gives Landis Machine 
Shop a distinct advantage over many other 
companies. 

Of course, machines are only as good 
as the workers who use them, and Lew- 
kowicz says he’s been fortunate to have some 
of the best. One of the key employees who 
stayed on when the ownership changed was 


Edna James, a sister-in-law to Landis. She 


continued to work at the shop on a part- 
time basis even after she retired. Two other 
longtime employees, each with over 20 
years’ seniority, are Donald Dohaney and 
Randal Walters, who serve as group leaders 
for the company. In that capacity, they set 
up machines and provide training for the 
other employees. — | 
One of the many valuable customer 
relationships established under Lewkowicz's 


oversight began in 1983, when Landis 


Machine Shop started doing work for 
United Brass Manufacturers of Romulus. 
Twenty-five years later, Landis is a specialty 
machining facility for United Brass. 
Other markets that the shop has served 
include the air valve industry, fire extin- 
guisher components, air and hydraulic cyl- 
inder components, the military, parts for 
railroad cars, and automotive parts. 
Today, Lewkowicz continues to serve 
as president and general manager of the 
company. Since he himself started out as a 
co-op student 36 years ago, he likes to hire 
students from area high-school machine 
trades programs. Training young workers 
of the future is important, he says, because 


he believes that the manufacturing indus- 
try will play a vital role in the economic 
recovery of our state and our nation. 
Lewkowicz is an active member of the 
advisory committees for the machine trades 
programs at Huron High School, the Taylor 
Career Center, and Henry Ford Commu- 
nity College, as well as the automotive pro- 


gram at Romulus High School. He is also a 


25-year member of the Society of Manufac- 
turing Engineers. 

“Landis Machine Shop may not be the 
largest business in Romulus, but it is the 
oldest,” said Lewkowicz. “Our company 
slogan — ‘Where History, Technology, and 
the Future Come Together’ — characterizes 
the unique combination of experience and 
expertise that we bring to each job.” O

Mary E. (Smith) Clark was fondly 
known to many in Romulus as the 
former author of our “Sassy Seniors” 
column. (Photo: 1950) 


Mary Evelyn (Smith) Clark of Romu- 
lus, Michigan, passed away on Saturday, 
November 29, 2008, at the age of 88. 

The daughter of Marion Anderson and 
Ada Susan (Lands) Smith was born in 
Haldeman, Kentucky, on Thursday, July 29, 
1920. 

Mary had a lifelong thirst for knowl- 
edge, and education was very important to 
her. After graduating from Haldeman High 
School as the Class of 1938 salutatorian, 
she attended Kentucky's Morehead State 
Teachers College (now Morehead State Uni- 
versity) before marrying Harlen Nathaniel 
“Casey” Clark on July 21, 1940. In 1959, 
she earned an associate’s degree in commer- 
cial arts from Yankton Business College in 
South Dakota. She also took night classes 
in French through Michigan's Detroit Pub- 
lic Schools system in 1966. 

Mary held many different jobs over the 
years. As a teenager, she was the first girl in 
Haldeman to have a daily newspaper route. 
During her senior year in high school, she 
worked for a Works Progress Administra- 
tion (WPA) program known as the Pack 
Horse Library, which delivered reading 
materials to rural Kentucky residents who 
had no access to public library facilities. 
(Despite the program’s name, Mary covered 
her route’s many miles on foot.) She also 
performed various duties at school, includ- 
ing working in the library, substitute teach- 
ing for absent instructors, and assisting her 
English teacher/ mentor, Hildreth Maggard. 

As an adult, Mary was variously em- 
ployed as a: 

e file and statistics clerk (R. L. Polk & 
Co., Cincinnati, OH — 1948), 

e salesperson (The Fashion Shop, Detroit, 
MI — 1953 to 1954), | 


° secretary (Sioux City Tent & Awning: 


Co., [A— 1960; and Ohio Citizens Trust 
Co., Toledo — 1960 to 1962), 





© office manager/corporation officer 
(Wm. M. Green Co., Detroit, MI — 
1963 to 1973), and 

° bookkeeper (Daytronics, Inc., Livonia, 
MI — 1977). 

Mary also worked a number of jobs in 
the entertainment industry, doing every- 
thing from acting as a talent agent for radio 
and stage performers from WVLK-AM 
(Versailles, KY — 1949 to 1950) to booking 
talent and doing publicity work for her hus- 
band’s Mack Avenue, Detroit-based Lazy 
Ranch Boys Barn Dance, which aired on 
WJR-AM and CKLW-TV (1954 to 1958). 
During those years, Mary became friends 
with country-music entertainers like Ernest 
Tubb, the Osborne Brothers, June Carter, 
Minnie Pearl, “Little” Jimmy Dickens, the 
Wilburn Brothers, Jean Shepard, Skeeter 
Davis, and Buddy Emmons. 

Most recently, Mary applied another 


_ of her talents — writing — to the world of 


local journalism. During the 1970s and 
‘80s, she interviewed and reported on 
national and local country-music artists for 
the Metro Detroit publication, Country in 
the City News. She also wrote a senior- 
citizens column for The Romulus News (aka 
“the little paper”) for many years. 

Of all Mary’s various careers, the one 
that she called her “greatest joy” was being 
a wife, mother, and grandmother. At family 
gatherings, surrounded by generations of 
descendants, she would look around, beam- 
ing with pride, and joke, “Just look at all 
these people who wouldn't be here if it 


‘wasnt for me!” 


No one was more proud of her coun- 
try than Mary. The sight of an American 
flag waving or the sound of our national 
anthem playing always brought a simulta- 
neous smile to her lips and tear to her eye. 
It's no wonder that she loved traveling across 
this great nation, visiting nearly every state 
during her lifetime. 

Mary was a prolific poet, as well asa 
songwriter with several recordings to her 
credit. She was perhaps most proud of “I’ve 
Got the Blues,” which was recorded by 
Ruby Dandridge as well as Richard Maltby 
& His Orchestra and “Evelyn Harlene” (her 
daughter). 

Other “passions” included reading, 
using her extraordinary “green thumb” to 
garden and grow houseplants, and rooting 
for her beloved University of Kentucky 
“Wildcats” basketball team. 

Mary was the mother of four children: 
Evelyn Harlene (Clark) Atkins (Romulus), 
(the late) Billy Howard Clark, Mrs. Danny 
Walter (Carol Ann Clark) Cox (Dearborn 
Heights, MI), and (the late) Michael Ray 
Clark.
